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UNITED  STATES  TRADE  IN  MEAT  AND 
LIVESTOCK  IN  1952 


Summary 


Total  meat  imports  into  the  United  States  in  1952  were  down  about 
7  percent  from  1951  imports.    Beef  imports  were  down  12  percent  as  a  result 
of  the  halt  in  shipments  from  Canada  and  lower  receipts  of  canned  beef  from 
South  America.    On  the  other  hand,  imports  of  pork  products  were  up  from  49 
million  pounds  to  62  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  27  percent.    Cured  hams, 
shoulders  and  bacon  account  for  the  bulk  of  pork  imports  and  increases  in 
this  category  were  noted  from  Canada,  Denmark,  Germany,  Netherlands  and 
Poland.    Lamb  and  mutton  imports  were  down  9  percent  to  a  total  of  6.1  million 
pounds. 

Imports  of  beef  and  veal  amounted  to  only  3.9  percent  of  United  States 
consumption  in  1952,  compared  with  5.1  percent  in  1951.    Imports  of  other 
meats,  lamb  and  mutton  and  pork,  amounted  to  1.0  percent  of  domestic  consump- 
tion of  those  products  in  1952  compared  with  0.5  percent  in  1951. 


CATTLE  AND  MEAT*:  UNITED  STATES  FOREIGN  TRADE 

AVERAGE  1935  -39  AND  1948-52 
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United  States  exports  of  meat  in  1952  amounted  to  118  million 
pounds  an  increase  of  15  percent  over  1951,    T.7hile  exports  are  not 
large  relative  to  United  States  production  they  furnish  a  steady- 
market  especially  for  pork  and  pork  products  and  processed  beef  pro- 
ducts.   Beef  and  veal  as  well  as  pock  exports  xvere  up  in  1952  over  1951 
and  were  well  above  their  prewar  average. 

Live  animal  imports  were  down  37  percent  from  1951  and  75  percent 
from  the  prewar  average.    Exports  of  live  animals  are  negligible  except 
for  breeding  purposes. 

Imports 

Beef  and  veal;    Lower  imports  of  canned  beef  from  South  America 
in  1952  in  comparison  to  1951  and  lack  of  imports  of  fresh  beef  from 
Canada  more  than  offset  increased  imports  of  fresh  or  cured  beef  from 
New  Zealand  and  Mexico,    Imports  in  1952  totalled  253  million  pounds 
product  weight  compared  to  308  million  pounds  in  1951, 

Imports  from  Argentina  lead  with  107  million  pounds  followed  by 
Hexico  with  56  million  pounds,  New  Zealand  with  51  million  pounds  and 
Uruguay  v.'ith  17  million  pounds.    Imports  of  9  million  pounds  from 
Ireland  were  not  much  different  than  in  1951,

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Pork:    Somewhat  more  pork  especially  hams,  were  imported  in  1952  than 
in  1951  notwithstanding  the  restrictions  on  imports  of  fresh  pork  from  Canada. 
Larger  quantities  were  imported  from  Denmark,  The  Netherlands,  and  Poland. 
Larger  home  supplies  of  pork  in  the  United  Kingdom  reduced  the  import  demand 
from  that  country  for  pork  products  from  Continental  Europe  thus  tending  to 
free  supplies  for  export  to  the  United  States.    Supplies  of  canned  hams  In 
Europe  in  1953  available  for  shipment  to  the  United  States  are  expected  to 
be  as  large  or  slightly  larger  than  in  1952.

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Mutton  and.  Lamb;    Falling  prices  for  mutton  and  lamb  and  larger  slaugh- 
ter in  the  United  States  were  largely  responsible  for  the  small  decrease  in 
mutton  and  lamb  imporis.    A  major  shift  in  source  of  imports  took  place  during 
the  year  as  impprts  were  cut  off  for  most  ,of  the  year  from  Canada  and  the 
level  was  reduced  considerably  from  Iceland.    Imports  from  Australia  made 
up  most  of  the  difference  however,  as  imports  increased  from  that  country 
from  1.4  mill.iop  pounds,  in  1951  to  -5.4  million  pounds  and  accounted  for 
practically  all  United  States  imports  in  1952.

Live  Cattle  )J\    Total  dutiable  cattle  imports  in  1952  were  down  to 
138,000  head  compared  with  222,000  head  in  1951  and  487,000  head  for  the 
1935-39  average.    Imports  were  reduced  due  to  the  closing  of  the  Canadian 
border  on  Februarv  25,  1952  because  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  in  Canada  and 
the  inability  to  import  from  Mexico  until  after  September  1  when  that  country 
was  declared  free  of  foot-and-mouth  disease.    See  table  on  following  pages 
for  United  States  imports  from  Canada  and  Mexico  since  1935.

United  States  exports  totaled  11*8  niiiiion  pounds,  product  weight  basis, 
considerably  higher  than  any  of  the  postwar  years  and  75  percent  above  the 
1935-39  average  exports.    Exports  of  pork  make  up  the  bulk  of  United  States 
exports  accounting  for  82  percent  of  the  total  in  1952,    Practically  all 
of  tbe  exports  are  processed  meats  with  a  high  unit  value  and  though  small 
in  comparison  with  production,  exports  furnish  a  steady  and  profitable 
outlet  for  United  States  produced  meat.     (See  table,  page  9) 

Canada  and  Newfoundland,  Mexico t  Cuba,  and  Venezuela  are  the  chief 
outlets  for  United  States  meats.    These  countries -have  taken  on  the  average 
about  half  of  United  States  exports  in  recent  years.    Of  this  group  Cuba 
is  the  most  important  having  received  about  36  million  pounds  out  of  the 
59  million  pounds  exported  to-  this,  group  of  countries  in  1952.  Canada 
is  next  in  importance  followed  by  Venezuela  and  rexico*     (See  table,  page  8) 

United  States  Meat  Supply 

Unite  States  meat  supply  in  1952  totaled  23,407  million  pounds 
an  increase  of  5  percent  over-  1951.    This  supply  was- greater  than  in  any 
postwar  year  and  44  percent  above  the  1935-39  average,'  Supplies' were 
greater  in  all  categories,  reflecting  increased  domestic  slaughter  of 
cattle,  hogs,  and  sheep. 

Although  not  too  important  in  the  supply  picture  it  should  be  noted 
that  both  commercial  exports  and  imports  in  1952  were  beloxv  1951  levels. 
(See  table,  page  10). 

Other  meats:  ■  Beginning  in  1943  and  increasing  in  1950  and  1952 
quantities  of  fresh  boneless  beef  and  cooked  beef  have  been  classed  by 
the  Customs  and  the  Bureau  of  Census  as  prepared  meats.    These  have 
been  reported  in  Import  Statistical  Class  0032900  and  have  not  been 
segregated  as  to  species  of  meat  nor  as  to  carcass  meat  or  offal. 

To  obtain  a  complete  picture  of  red  meat-  imports  it  has  been 
necessary  to  estimate  from  Class  0032900  the  quantity  of  boneless  beef 
from  the  principal  supplying -countries,-   7ith  the  lifting  of  the  embargo 
on  Mexican  shipments  in  September  1952,  the  movement  of  beef  has  shifted 
from  cured  beef  (boneless)  to  fresh  boneless  beef  classed  as  prepared. 
Some  shipments  also  arrived  from  Hew  Zealand. and  Ireland.    Imports  had 
been  sizable  from  Canada  in  the  years  1943-51.
